a Parliament which ſhould pleaſe the late King James, added near 
Twenty Poor People to pay Scot and: Lot, which were not able, on- 
ly to bring them in for Voices, and then privately without notice made a Rate, 
pretending for Repairs of the Church, although in trurh there was no ſuch thing, 
it being only done to lay the Burthen of thoſe Additional Burgers upon others ; 
whereupon the faid James Child and fome others refuſed to pay that-lllegal Rate, 
and the Churchwardens thereupon Preſented them in the Eccleſiaſtical Court, and 
they were put to near Three Hundred Pound Charges before they could obtain a 
Prohibition, which at laſt was granted upon the Motion of the Honourable Sir 
Henry Pollixfen, Knight. | 8 
. 2. King Henry the Fourth in the Ninth Year of his Reign grants a Charter of | 
ſeveril Liberties and Priviledges to the faid Pariſh of Amerſham, and ſeveral other 
places in the County of Bucks, which Charter was Exemplified in the Seven-. 
ceenth Year of King Charles the Second, at the Requeſt of the faid James Child, 


I, 1 Merſham being a Burrough Town, and ſending Members to Parliament, 


| and others ; and the Exemplification, by conſent of the Perſons concerned, put 


into the Hands of the faid Fames Child in Truft for all Parties. 

The late Lord Chancellour Feferyes Combining with ſome Perſons who Invaded 
the Priviledges granted by the ſaid Charter, did in May 1684 contrive a Com- 
plaiat to be made againſt the Charter aforeſaid, and upon that Complaint Order- 
ed the faid James Chi/d to deliver up the Exemplification, which he being a 
Truitee was unwilling to do ,, whereupon the late Lord Chancellour ſent for the 
faid Fames Child by a Meſſenger, and had him taken into Cuſtody, where he re- 
mained ſeveral Days untill he was compelled to deliver the Exemplification up, 
and then the late Lord Chancellour Ordered the Exemplification to be Vacated, 
and the Charter to be taken off the Roll by the Name of a Schedule, upon pre- 
tence of a Forgery, although there was not the leaſt colour or reaſon of ſuch Pro- 
ceedings ; by reaſon whereof all Perſons concerned have loſt their Rights and Pri- 


viledges, if not Redreſſed by the preſent Parliament. 


By the hard Uſages aforeſaid, the faid James Child was put-to exceeding Charges, 
which with the loſs of his Time, and the Noiſe of his being a Priſoner, and that 
the late Lord Chancellour had Threatned his Ruine, made his Creditors call in 
their Moneys, whereby he was forced to Abſcond; and to Sell an Eſtate worth 
above 2000 !. for 1800 /. and hath at this time a Wife and Eight Children and 


nothing to depend upon but the Charity of Friends.
